Washington, February 19.—The 
attempt tc drive Attorney General 
Daugherty from the cabinet was re- 
newed from a new angle in the sen- 
ate today after he had adopted an 
attitude of defiance toward his 
critics. | 

Senator Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana, not only charged on the senate 
floor that the attorney generals 
name was mixed in the oil seandal 
from the first but he charged that 


Mr. Daugherty’s personal friends had. 


been occepting money in exchange for 
their influence with him and added 
that “if the attorney general has not 
actually got the money, he is a big- 


ger rool than the people of the United. 


States give him credit for being.” 

“Tis is only a small portion, an 
extremely small portion, of the testi- 
mony that will be produced,” Sen- 
ator Wheeler said, “showing beyond 
any quesiion of doubt in my mind 
that the attorney general of the 
United States, instead of prosecut- 
ing crime, has been protecting crime 
and criminals.”

Can gas be produced from straw? 

Yes, gas produced from straw can 
be used successfully for lighting and 
heating and for a motor fuel, but the 
indications are that the destructive 
distillation of straw and similar ma- 
terial for gas on the farm is not prac- 
ticable, as the most is practically pro- 
hibitive and much difficulty is encoun- 
tered in the operation of the plant. 

Are turnips nutritious? 

A pound of turnips tontains about 
140 calories of energy, 4 grams (about 
1-7 ounce) of protein, 0.2 gram of 
calcium, 0.14 gram of phosphorus and 
1.8 milligrams of iron. It would, there- 
fore, furnish 4 per cent of the energy 
a man would need daily, 4 per cent of 
the protein, 30 per cent of the calcium, 
11 per cent of the phosphorus and 12 
per cent of the iron, 

What is the recipe for “ash cake” 
made by pioneers? 

One quart of corn meal, 2 teaspoons 
salt. 1 tablespoon lard or other 
shortening, boiling water. Scald the 
meal, add the salt and shortening and 
when the mixture’ is cool form into 
oblong cakes. adding more water if 
necessary. Wrap the cakes in cabbage 
leaves or place one cabbage leaf under 
the cakes and one over them and cover 
them with hot ashes.

Iucreased activity accompanied 
higher prices in the wheat trade and 
in ether grain as well. A_ notable 
feature of wheat dealings -was rein- 
statement of lines by bulls who sold 
out on recent declines. Announce- 
ment by the United States tariff com- 
mission that the cost of milling and 
marketing hard spring wheat flour in 
this country is 58.08 cents a_ hun- 
dredweight as against 48.08 cents in 
Canada was generally taken as eyi- 
dence that the proposed raising of 
the import duty on wheat was becom: 
ing more and more of a certainty. 
Aside, too, from indications of a tar- 
iff increase, bulis gave emphasis to 
shrinkage of the domestie visible sup- 
ply and to possibility that by reason 
of crop damage and of eurtailed seed- 
ing the next wheat crop in the United 
States will be smaller than the last.

‘Plunges to Death 


New York, February 19.—John S. 
Rusky, Sr., maker of shoes for pres- 
idents of the United States and for 
Wall street financiers, was killed to- 
day when he fell from the fourth floor 
of a Gremercy Park hotel. 

Police reported it suicide. the son 
of the aged shoemaker declared, how- 
ever, that his father was overcome by 
dizziness. 

Some folks called Risky 
bler of Wall street; others knew him 
‘The Shoemaker Poet.” or “The 
Singing Philosopher.” in his little 
shop tucked away in a skyscraper In 
the heart of the financial section, he 
had made shoes for the late lTresi- 
dents MeRKinley and Roosevelt. 
Scores of the biggest men in Wall 
street were his patrons. 

Like President Coolidge’s cobbler- 
Mass., Rusky 
was more than a shoemaker tv his 
patrons. President McKinley rev- 
eled in his vast store of homely phil- 
osophy and political lore, as did Vres- 
ident Roosevelt and the scores of 
noted statesmen and financiers whose 
he measured and_ shod. They 
came for shoes and stayed to chat. 

When his little ground floor shop 
was razed to make place for a_ sky- 
seraper a few years ago, Rusky re- 
tired.
